KEY WEST, May 27.—A sergeant of 


artillery on duty at a mortar battery 
near Fort Taylor, was fired upon early 
this morning "by three unknown men 
whom he says he knows to be Span- 
ards. 
The 
sergeant 
was 
slightly 


wounded. The fire was promptly re- 
Lurned, but the men escaped. 


The principal in the adventure, Ser- 
eant Charles W. Richards, Battery B 


First Artillery, told the Associated 
Press correspondent, today that at ; 
o'clock, yesterday morning three men 
who looked like Spaniards, attempted 
to enter the gate at the reservation 
but were turned away. 
On three dif- 


ferent occasions later in the day he 
saw them' loitering about various en- 
trances, and at one of these they-lin- 
gered for nearly two hours. 
At 9:45 


P. M. last night Richards, when walk- 
ing over to Fort Taylor across the res- 
ervation, heard sounds coming .from the 
mortar battery, close to the roadway. 
Getting his rifle ready he crept stealth- 
ily up to the pit, and when close by 
heard voices say: ."Jim, get the pack- 


The sergeant then entered the pit and 


confronted aii'stranger who was coming 
out with a three-foot package in his 
hands. Richards aimed his rifle at the 
man and ordered "hands up," but with- 
out an instant's hesitation the stranger 
blazed'away with a revolves-, which he 
apparently had drawn and ready. Two 
shots flew past the soldier 
and he 


dropped to his knees as a third bullet 
ploughed through the flesh of his left 
arm', above the elbow. 


After the three shots, the mysterious 
assailant of the sergeant turned and 
fled at top-speed 
toward the road, 


Richards firing one shot after the fugi- 
tive' and missing him. 
He saw the 


man leap into a carriage! just outside 
the gate in which were seated two 
other men, and the trio drove furiously 
away. 


The suddenness of the attack caught 


Richards unawares, and the men were 
out of range before he could bring his 
rifle to bear upon them effectively. 


Shortly • after 
midnight 
Sergeant 


Richards, with several artillerymen, re- 
turned to the mortar pit, to se.e if all 
was right there. As they drew near 
a figure darted out and sped to the 
road. Richards recognized this figure 
as the man who had- shot at him, and 
ordered Private Gates to fire. But the 
suspect was-again too agile, "and the 
one shot fired went wild. 
'We chased him some distance,", said 


Richards, "but he got away. At the 
road we found a long Cuban cigarette 
dropped by him still burning. He was 
about six feet tall, had a hea;vy black 
moustache and wore a pillow coat. I 
am satisfied that the three men were 
Spaniards and the package contained 
dynamite with which they intended to 
destroy the oattery." 
Richards was emphatic in his asser- 


tions and added: "There are other de- 
tails which I-am not permitted to re- 
veal."

XF/W TORK, May 27. — A dispatch to 


the Herald from Paris says: Now that 
the presence of Admiral .Cervera's squad- 
ron in the bay of Santiago is established, 
naval experts are busy.studying the prob 
lem as to what will be the result in case 
he is attacked. 


In general, Ceryera is thought to have 


scored a point, and to have acted both 
prudently and rationally in shutting him 
sol£ up in the baj-. Marc Landy, in the 
Figaro, may bo taken as representing: the 
opinions of most of the naval officers 
here. He says this morning: 


"Spain's 'only policy la to prolong the 


war without giving a chance for a de- 
cisive battle until the odds for victory arc 
all in her favor. By taking: refuge in tho 
bay of Santiago, out of reach of the en- 
emy's cannon, Admiral Cervora has car- 
ried out a policy that circumstances have 
rendered It imperative for his country to j 
follow, seeing that by gaining: time h9 
enables a jxmctlon to be effected with the 
squadron now being fitted out at Cadiz. 


"By entering the bay, Cervora Immobil- 


izes part of the American squadron. He 
Is completely sheltered In a magmlflcent 
harbor, whore he can provision his ships, 
rest his crews and put the boilers in his 
engines in good order. He compels his 
adversary to maintain a strict blockade 


•that is to say, to be continually on the 
alert in all weathers, to- use his coal and 
wear out his engrir.es and boilers. Final- 
ly, he gives Admiral Camara time to 
croes the Atlantic either to Join forces 
with him or to attack another., point, in 
which case part of the forces blocking 
Santiago will have to bo called away." 


M. Landy considers the possibility of 


the Americans trying to cut. out Cervera, 
but thinks, the.plan so-dangerous a one 
that it is hardly likely It will be attempt- 
ed. The sum total cf his opinion is that 
Spain has no reason to-be downcast ovor 
the turn taken In the conduct of the war. 
Ihe Gaulois, on the ether hand, thinks 


Corvera is' in a dangerous position. He 
is, it says, sh,ut up until the day ho 
chooses to glvo cattle. This cannot, be 
long .postponed,' as his presence at Ha- 
vana will become a necessity to prevent 
the dfsembarkment from the American 
expedition: In any case, victory will not 
bo so easily won as'Dewey's waa. Cer- 
vera's fleet Is* equal to the American at 
present. Besides, he has grood forts and 
batteries to. aid him':

The following is a copy of a report 


made by Rear Admiral Sampson con- 
cerning the action off San Juan de 
Porto Rico: 


"Upon approaching San Juan it was 


seen.that none of the Spanish vessels 
w-ere in the harbor. 
I ,was therefore 


considerably 
In 'doubt whether they 


had reached San Juan and again de- 
parted for some unknown destination 
or whether they had not arrived. 
As 


their capture was the object of4 .the 
expedition, and as it was essential that 
they should pass to the westward, I 
determined to attack the batteries de- 
fending the port in order to develop 
their positions and strength, and then, 
without waiting to reduce the city or 
subject it to the regular bombardment— 
which would require due notice—return 
to the westward. 


"I commenced the attack as soon as 


it was good daylight. This lasted about 
three hours, when the signal was given 
to cease firing and the squadron stood 
to the northeast until out of sight of 
San Juan, when the course was laid to 
the westward, with a view of .communi- 
cating with the department at Port 
Plata and learn If there was any In- 
formation as to the movement of the 
Spanish vessels. 


"At CapS Haytien I received word 


from the department that the Spanish 
vessels had been sighted off Curacoa on 
the 10th inst. 
- "As stated in my telegram, no seri- 
ous injury was done to any of the ships 
and only one man was killed and seven 
wounded silently."
